WASCO, Cal., June 18.—Herbert 
Hoover, Republican nominee for 
the presidency, owns two sections 
of land in this State.

MEXICO CITY, June 18.—Terror 
prevailed in Central and Southern 
Mexico today after earthquakes 
had shaken the region from the 
Gulf of’ Mexico to the Gulf of Te- 
huantepec for two days. 

Apparently the only casualties 
occurred in the State of Oaxaca. 
Dispatches from there stated: 
“There were casualties and numer- 
ous houses collapsed.” The num- 
ber of the victims was not given. 

Some casualties occured at Mi- 
ahuatlan and the property damage 
was heavy. 

In many places people 
camped in the open, refusing 10

the disturbance. Fifty 
shocks: were felt there in the first 
hour of the earthquake Saturday 
night and tremors of lesser intensi- 
ty were felt Sunday. Streets in the 
City of Oaxaca were cluttered with 
the debris of fallen walls. 

Heavy seas rushed inland at 
Puerto Angel for a distance of 60 
yards. Various warehouses along 
the waterfront were destroyed. 

Big fissures were opened in the 
hills along the railroad tracks at 
Puchutla and landslides were 
threatened. 

In Mexico City the earthquakes 
were felt as late as 5:30 p. m. yes- 
terday and these widened the 


cracks which had appeared in the, 


streets and pavements, Many plate 
glass windows were shattered in 
the business section and a few 
adobe walls fell. 

In the hotels groups of foreign 
tourists, including many Ameri- 
cans fled into the streets. 

Autos Swerved from Their Course. 

The movement in the capital was 
strong enough to swerve automo- 
biles from their course and throw 
pedestrians from their feet. One 
of the hospitals reported a case of 
hysteria on the part of a taxicab 
driver. He became delirious with 
fear when his car skidded erratic- 
ally. The driver lost control of his 
automobile and it plunged across 
the sidewalk at full speed, smash- 
ing into a building and injuring 
two passengers. 

In every theater the audiences 
dashed for the exits. There were 
jams and crushes at the doors but 
no serious injuries resulted. 

In one theater*ta motion picture 
depicting the life of Christ was be- 
ing shown, A representation of the 
Crucifixion was cast on the screen 
and the title describing how the 
veil of the temple was rent in 
twain at the moment of Christ's 
death had just been flashed when 
the first shock came. 

Panic in the Towns. 
audience rushed _ for the 
street. Men and women crossed 
themselves and dropped to their 
knees on the sidewalks, invoking 
divine mercy. Ail attempts of the- 
ater employes to stop the rush were 
futile. 

The electrie lights went off for 
a time and increased the panic, 
Water mains also were broken. 

There was panic as well in Pucb- 
in. Vera Cruz and other towns. 
People rushed from their homes 
into the streets and plazas and fell 
on their knees in prayer. 

Seismological reports at Tacu- 
baya observatory showed that 
shocks had occurred every hour 
from Saturday evening until last 
night. The center of the disturb- 
ance was placed at Jamiltepec and 
Pochutla in the state of Oaxaca.

Capt. Riiser-Larsen and 
Luetzow Holm returned to their 
base ship, the ice breaker’ Bra- 
ganza, after an hour's flight and 
reported to Gen. Nobile’s base ship 
that they had seen no trace of the 
tent he had painted red to aid 
them. Neither had they seen any 
of the survivors of the Italia. 

Almost immediately the Italia’s 
radio <«Alled the Citta di Milano 
and Nobile said his party had seen 
the seaplanes searching for them. 
To aid further search he gave his 
present position as about five miles 
to the east of Foyn Island. 

The flyers. at once changed 
the motors of their planes and 
set out again for . the new 
position. Commander Romagna of 
the Citta di Milano said he 
thought that since Nobile had now 
definitely established his location 
the party would probably be found 
on the Norwegians’ next flight. 

Nobile in his wireless message 
asked advice as how to treat the 
shin bone of his right leg, which 
was fractured when the cabin of 
the Italia was torn off by striking 
the ice. He said the fracture was 
about ready to heal. 

The two airmen took

The Friendship remained at Bur- 
ry Port tonight, the flyers said they 
hoped to fly to Southampton to- 
morrow. 

It was erroneously reported in 
an earlier edition of the Post-Dis- 
patch that the plane had hopped 
off for Southampton., 

It was more than just a flight 
across the Atlantic for Miss Ame- 
lia Earhart, Boston social worker, 
who was one of the crew of the 
plane. She took her turn at the 
stitk just as did Wilmer Stultz, 
chief pilot, in the long journey 
through mist and rain that marked 
most of the trip. ad 

Out of gas and seeking a haven, 
Stultz brought the great plane 
down gently between Burry Port 
and Lianelly, and brought it to a 
stop with ‘the noses of the pon- 
toons just touching the shore. 

Long Fight With Weather. 

Louis Gordon, mechanic of the 
Plane, said the trip was lacking in 
excitement and that it was simply 
a case of just fighting against the 
weather for most of the way. 

The arrival of the seaplane cre- 
ated intense excitement in South 
Wales. Special busses ran to the 
spot, but there were not enough of 
them for all who wished to make 
the journey. A large proportion 
of the miners of the district are 
out of work at the present time.

Two -Burry Port men, John 
Fisher and Daniel Harvey, imm~-- 
diately went out in a rowboat and 
returned with Miss Earhart and 
Stultz, Gordon remaining in the 
plane. 

The correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press, who was in nearby 
Swansea, chartered a motorboat 
and arrived in Burry Port just in 
time to greet Stultz as he finished 


ordering fresh supplies of .asoline 
and oil. 


“Tell America.” he said. “that 
the Friendship did not give us a 
moment’s uneasiness.

The most important of Hoover's 
tentative engagements for tomor- 
row was set aside for Senator Cur- 
tis, vice presidential candidate witx 
him on the Republican ticket. 

* Representative Fort’s stay with 
the Secretary was protracted, in 
view of.the fact that the New 
Jersey man acted as floor leader 
for the Hoover convention forces 
and reported in detail on events 
at Kansas City. Secretary Work 
also came over from the Interior 
Department for luncheon, and the 

meal was served to the two Cabi- 
net members in the Commerce De- 
partment offices. 

General Agreement on Plans. 

All of the conferences—the first 

of a long series which the nomi- 

nee expects to hold this week— 
dealt with campaign outlooks. 

There are some differences of 
opinion on the minor issues, but 
the closest aids of the Secretary 
are fairly well in agreement in fav- 
oring his early departure for Palo 
Alto, Cal., his home city. 

. Secretary Hoover’s usual summer 
schedule calis for a vacation there 
and it pointed out that with the 
growing importance of radio mech- 
anism, his official campaign open- 
ing, the speech of response to a 
convention committee which noti- 
fies him of his selection, can he con- 
ducted most effectively in Califor- 
nia. 

Immediately after the notifica- 
tion Hoover's campaign can really 
me got under way. It is the view 

f those who have discussed meth- 
ods with him that a very large 
number of speeches by him during 
the campaign would be inadvisable. 
One important address has been 
fairly well scheduled to be made 
in the Middle West farm country, 
possibly in Iowa, to deal with the 
farm marketing legislative issue 
that has troubled the Republican 
situation. For the rest of the 
stumping usually associated with 
presidential campaigns there have 
been no definite plans as yet. 


To Keep Cabinet Post for Time. 

It is not expected now that 
Hoover will resign his Cabinet post 
immediately. The work of the 
Commerce Department has been so 
much his vocation in recent years, 
and he has drawn into it so many 
individuals of expert capacity who 
are personally attached ‘o him, 
that a quick relegation of its con- 
trol is deemed impossible. It is 
within the bounds of possibility 
that he may retain his post well 
through the summer, leaving it 
only when the actual pressure of 
the campaign makes his attention 
rio longer possible for the Cabinet 
duties. 

Ogden Mills, Under Secretary of 
the Treasury, and leader of the 
pre-convention Hoover campaign 
in New York State, was immediate- 
ly ushered in when he visited the 
Commerce Department today and 
had a long chat with the Secre- 
tary. The meeting with the Na- 
tional Committee group was form- 
ally listed as a Thursday noon 
luncheon engagement at the New 
Willard Hotel. 

A letter received from Senator 
Goft (Rep.), West Virginia, today 
dispelled the impression that one 
or the opponents of the Secretary 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination had failed to congrat- 
ulate him upon his success. The 
Senator explained that he had tele. 
graphed Friday night though the 
message had been lost in the 
stream of like communications 
which flowed to Washington.

Price Laclede Pays for Its 


Supply.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18. — 


The City of St. Louis, in its pend- 
in.; protest against an 18 per cent 
increase in rates by Laclede Gas 
Light Co., can inquire into the 
price paid by the Laclede company 
for gas purchased from one of its 


inter-related companies in Wood 
River, Ill. Acting Chairman Almon 
Ing of the Public Service Commis- 
sion so ruled today. ‘ 

The gas company. has contended 
that the city could not bring out 
the price paid for the Wood River 
gas, as it was an interstate trans- 
action, and therefore outside of the 
scope of the State Commission. 

When the commission resumed 
its hearing into the city’s protest 
today, City Counselor Muench be- 
gan cross-examination of company 
witnesses previously heard. One of 
them was E. L. White, comptroller 
of the Laclede company. 

‘ Buying Gas From Itself. 

The City Counselor asked White 
to tell the price paid by the Laclede 
to the Missouri-Illinois Pipe Line 
Co. for gas brought from Wood 
River to St. Louis. The Missouri- 
Illinios Pipe Line Co. is cwned by 
the interests which control the La- 
clede.* White replied that the price 
paid was 50 cents 1000 cubic feet. 

Muench then asked him what 
price the Missouri-Lllinois Pipe 
Line Co. paid at the Wood River 
oil refinery for the gas. Here the 
company’s counsel, George Willson, 
made the objection as to the com- 
mission’s lack of power to inquire 
into an interstate matter. 

The acting chairman overruled 
the objection without comment. 
The hearing thereupon adjourned 
for luncheon. City Counselor 
Muench considered the ruling Aan 
important point in the city’s favor. 

Attorney “Villson said the gas 
purchased from the Wood River 
refinery was of rich quality. with 
a heating capacity of 1150 British 
thermal units, or nearly twice the 
St. Louis requirement of 600 RB. 
U. He said it was mixed with oat 
er gas, to bring up the heating 
quality of the other gas. 

The company’s case, seéking to 
show the need for higher rates 
that would add about $1,410,000 a 
year to its revenue, was submitted 
to the commission May 14, when 
the company withdrew a previous 
rate revision application and snb- 
stituted one for a flat increase in 
rates. 

The company contended the in- 
creased rates were necessary 
give a fair return on the present 
valuation of $48,819,000 for® the 
gas property, which represents a 
$45,600,000 valuation fixed by the 
commission for Oct. 1, 1925, plus 
net additions and betterments since 
that time. 

Petition Filed by Consumers. 

Albert L. Schmidt, chairman of 
the legislative committee of 
North St. Louis susiness 
Association, filed with 
mission a petition signed by 156 
residence consumers of gas in St. 
Louis urging the commission to 
deny the proposed increase. The 
petition suggests “that the com- 
pany as a subsidiary of an inter- 
state chain of related corporations, 
should not be allowed to enrich 
the parent and interrelated com- 
panies at the expense of the pub- 
lic by the imposition of exorbitant 
and extortionate charges for a 
daily necessity in every household 
in St. Louis.”

FUEL TO MINIMUM 
OF SAFETY, TO RISE

ST. JOHNS, N. F., June 18.— 
After 13 days of disappointments, 
delays and discouraging failures, 
the monoplane Friendship yester- 
day at last managed to rise from 
Trepassey Bay for a flight over the 
Atlantic to Europe. 


The successful take-off was not 
accomplished until considerable 
gasoline had been jettisoned and 
very little margin of safety left 
for the trip to Ireland. 

The weather here was clear, a 
strong southwest wind was blow- 
ing and the water of the bay was 
calm. But reports from further 
east were not so auspicious and at 
Harbor Grace Miss Mabel Boll and 
the crew of her monoplane Colum- 
bia decided to posipone their pro- 
posed attempt to cross the Atlantic. 

Five times during the morning 
Pilot William Stultz sent the 
Friendship across the water with 
her lightened load. But as she 
had done a dozen times before the 
big plane refused to lift. Then 
three tins of gasoline were dumped 
and a sixth effort begun. 

Machine Rises at Last. 

For two miles the machine 
raced across the water, gathering 
such speed that the spray flew 
all over the plane. In the last 
few days, when this same point 
has been reached, time after time 
Stultz has attempted to lift the 
Friendship and she has invariably 
refused to respond to the controls. 
But now the machine rose quite 
easily from the water and a great 
cheer went up from the watchers. 
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@ adventure. 


A moment 
slunfped down again almost to the 
surface of the bay,’ but with the 
aid of a sudden favorable gust of 
wind and every ounce of power 
Stultz could give her, she rose 
clear, swooped about In a wide 
circle over sea and land and then 
at an altitude’of about 100 feet 
straightened out on her course.

“We are facing the flight with 
confidence of success,” said Miss 
Earhart just before she rowed out 
to her plane.

The plane in which she has such 
confidence was built for Com- 
mander Richard E- Byrd's Antarc- 
tic expedition and was sold by him 
to the backers of Miss Earhart’s 
flight, who include Mrs. Frederick 
Guest, the former Amy Phipps of 
Pittsburg, now the wife of a for- 
mer British air minister.

Wife of Formér British Official 
Backer of Flight. 


NEW YORK, June 
Frederick Guest, wife of the for- 
mer British Secretary of State for 
Air, is the backer of the Friend- 
ship’s flight. She said the flight 
was being made in the hope that it 
would be another link in the 
friendship chain between England 
and the United States and “truly 
helpful to aviation.” 

To that end she commissioned 
George Palmer Putnam, New York 
publisher, her American represent- 
ative, to take all possible safe- 
guards for the flight. 

The plane was purchased from 
Commander Byrd, who had bought 
it for his South Polar expedition. 
It was equipped with pontoons and 
put through rigid tests more than 
a month at Boston, where the start 
was made two weeks ago yester- 
day. 

Miss Earhart, 30-year-old Boston 
social service worker, is a qualified 
pilot with a record of 500 hours in 
the air. She learned flying on the 
Pacific Coast. She is slim, blonde 
and has a striking resemblance to 
Col. Lindbergh. 

Left Letter for Mother. 

In a letter she left for her moth- 
er and sister, who live in Medford, 
Mass., she wrote: 

“If I succeed all will be well. If 
I don’t I shall be happy to die in 
the midst of such an adventure.” 

She repeatedly denied she was 
making the flight as a commercial 
She is engaged to be 
married to Samuel Chapman of 
Boston, an electrical engineer. 

Wilmer Stultz, chief pilot, and 
ex-army flyer, is an aviator of 
long experience. He was a pilot 
for,\the late Mrs. Frances Wilson 
Grayson on her unsuccessful at- 
tempts to make a European flight 
from Old Orchard, Me., last sum- 
mer. On one of the attempts Stultz 
piloted the Grayson airplane sev- 
eral \hundred miles to sea when 
motor trouble developed and he 
turned back. Last winter he made 
a non-stop flight to Havana with 
Charles A. Levine and Miss Mabel 
Boll. 

Gordon Former Army Flyer. 

Lou Gordon is an experienced 
flyer and mechanic vormerly in the 
army air service. His home is in 
San Antonio. 

Three women have lost their 
lives in’ attempted trans-Atlantic 
flights and the only one attempting 
it who was not lost, Ruth Elder, 
was forced down near the Azores. 

The first was Princess Lowen- 
stein-Wertheim, 62-year-old En- 
glish woman, who started at Up- 
avon, England, Aug. 8, 1927, in 
the plane St. Raphael with Capt.

Suceess Due “ to Miss Earhart’s 
Courage, Says Putnam.

NEW YORK, June 18.—George 
Palmer Putnam, the publisher, in 
charge of the arrangements for the 
flight of the Friendship, teld the 
Associated Press today that the 
success of the flight was due to 
the “indomitable courage and will 
of Miss Earhart.” 

“TI do not mean to take any 
credit from Stultz. He is a won- 
derful pilot and his technical skill 
undoubtedly pulled them through,” 
Putnam said. “But I am  con- 
vinced the flight never would have 
gone through if it had not been 
for the determination of Miss Ear- 
hart. 

“T am convinced that she does 
not mean to capitalize on her great 
feat in a sensational way. She may 
write a book, which I will be glad 
to publish if it is acceptable, and 
perhaps she may make a lecture 
tour later on, but she will not go 
into the movies or on the stage. 

“While we were in Boston, I 
asked her specifically if she would 
accept $3000 a week for appear- 
ances On the stage. “Thirty thou- 
sand wouldn't be enough,’ she said, 
and laughed. 

‘“‘Her heart is all wrapped up in 
aviation. She loves flying and she 
made the flight for no other rea- 
son. I picked that girl for the 
flight and I’m proud right now 
that I did it.” 

Miss Elder and Capt. George 
Haldeman were rescued by an oil 
tanker in the Atlantic ahout 609 
miles off the Spanish coast, Oct. 
13, last, two days after their air- 
plane had left Roosevelt Field. 
When the mishap forced their 
plane down in the ocean they had 
covered 2623 miles, at that time a 
distance record for continuous 
flight over water. 


Miss Earhart’s Father Disapproved 
of Her Fiying. 
By the Associatea Press. 

LOS ANGELES, June 18.—Ed- 
win S. Earhart, father of Amelia 
Earhart disapproves of his daugh- 
ter’s flying, but today could not 
conceal his pride as he told of her 
exploits and spoke of her courage 
and steady nerve. 

Miss Earhart came to Los An- 
geles after her graduation from 
Columbia University. One of the 
first things she did was to buy 
an airplane and learn to operate 
it—all without the knowledge of 
her father. 

“You see,” said Earhart, “‘she is 
wealthy in her own right, so there 
was nothing to prevent her buying 
two or three planes if she wanted 
them. When I first discovered that 
she was flying I told her that I 
was strongly against it, but that 
was about all I could do about it. 
She was then 19 or 20 years old. 
Since then, I understand, from 
Commander Byrd, she has spent 
fully 500 hours in the air, and

Relief workers today réported 


that ‘approximately 2000° were 
homeless in southwestern Okla- 
homa wh@tre tornaddes Saturday 
night swept through a fertile 
farming district léeavimg a trail of 
debris 40 miles long and from 
three to five miles wide. The 
towns of Blair and Headrick were 
hardest hit. Three persons were 
killed at Blair and seores injured } 
as the twister sped 6n toward 
Headrick where three Negroes 
were believed to have perished. 

The damage to bufldings and 
livestock losses in Jackson, Kiowa 
and Tillman Counties was estimat- 
ed at more than half a million 
dollars. 

While rescue parties today con- 
tinued to inspect debris, virtually 
all of the residents of the Okla- 
homa storm area had beén ‘ae- 
counted for. Otis Rice, formerly 
of Kiowa County, was _ missing. 
| Several communities were isolat- 
ed when railroad and highway 
bridges were destroyed and telé- 
phone lines leveled. Army tents 
were sent from Fort Sill to pro- 
vide shelter for the homeless.

President Attends Services 
Alone and at Close Meets 
and Escorts Lay Pastor to 
Door.

BRULE, Wis., June 18.—Pres- 
ident Coolidge attended the sim- 
ple morning service of Brule’s | 
only church yesterday to hear its 
blind layman-pastor recite his long | 
text from memory and give a | 
heart to heart talk oh the need | 
of the gospel. 

The hundred townsmen that 
filled the little frame Congrega. 
tional Church disclosed more rev- 
erence than excitement. It was 
their first real glimpse of the 
President, but their training of a 
lifetime allowed Mr. Coolidge to 
be merely one of them in a re- 
ligious service most impressive for 
its sincerity. 

After the service, President 
Coolidge waited at the pew for 
the Rev. John Taylor to walk 
there unassisted. Mr. Coolidge 
shook his hand, expressed appre- 
caition to him and an assistant, 
and escorted the blind minister 
down the aisle to the sidewalk in 
front. 

Throughout the service Presi- 
dent Coolidge, sitting alone in his 
pew, paid close attention as the 
sensitive fingers of the preacher 
emphasized the homely gospel, 
using the twenty-first chapter of 
St. John as his text. 

Building “‘Dressed Up.” 

Brief mention of the President 
Was made in the opening prayer, 
offered by the Rev. Ernest Bayes, 
pastor of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church of Superior, and in the 
sermon. 

The sightless pastor, 

haired and erect, preached a 
straightforward fundamentalist 
doctrine, urging his congregation 
to take what is given to them in 
faith and use it to the glory of 
God. 
After he had expressed admir2- 
tion of the President and his 
“amiable helpmate” as ‘worthy 
Christian people,” he expressed his 
philosophy when questioned as to 
/how he regarded the honor of 
| preaching to a President. ‘It is 
/@ great honor to preach the gos- 
pel of Jesus,” he replied.

PARIS, June 18.—The United 
' States is drunk with. wealth and 
power, says the historian Jacques 
| Bainville, in an article commenting 
on the Republican national conven- 
tion, the program adopted and 
President Coolidge’s message of 
congratulation to Herbert Hoover. 
The United States, he writes, in 
‘its assurance of being always 
| right, arouses fears it will have its 
head turned completely and be- 
come as dangerous as was Ger- 
| many in 1914. He thinks the United 
| States has become powerful, but 
not great, and that Mr, Coolidge in 
| declaring the presidency the high- 
est position of earth proves it. 
| The President’s message, Bain- 
| ville thinks, is that of a Roman 
| Emperor, not the head of a re- 
| public. What makes it worse, the 
| historian adds, is that both Mr. 
Coolidge and the American people 


are unconscious of the danger 
which lies in the assumption of 
superiority. 

As an example of the compla- 
cent state of mind of the Repub- 
lican party, the Frenchman Says: 

“Take one paragraph from the 
Republican platform—war debs. 
It declares the United States is 
just and equitable in the method 
of payment of war debts. The 
capacity of payment of each coun- 
try was examined at Washington 
and having been decided upon 
there is nothing left except for the 
debtor nations to pay according to 
Washington’s infallible judgment of 
how they should pay. 

“It is as if pure reason, divine 
wisdom and supreme justice had 
united to pronounce the judgmeut 
—in Washington. The peoples of 
the earth are given notice that they 
have nothing left to do but bow 
their heads and humbly bring trib- 
ute.” 

Because of the American atti- 
tude of superiority, says Bainville 
all American activities should be 
watched closely by the rest of the 
world, if the Republicans  plaee 
Hoover in the White Eouse.

Brown’s Ferry Made by 
High Water of 1927. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
KENNETT, Mo., June 18—Floo4 
water covers approximately 75,000 
acres of Dunklin County farm 
lan dtoday and crop and property 
damage is. estimated to exceed 
$1,000,000, as a result of the third 
break in the St. Francis levee, 
which occured at 3:30 o’clock yes< 
terday morning, four miles north 
of Brown's ferry. It is said the 
flood has reached proportions 
nearly as large as the one in 1927. 
The overflow of the St. Francis 
River, swollen by recent heavy 
rains, today was pourizg across the 


level terrain through a 275-foot 
break in the levee north of tile 
ferry, a 400-foot gap six miles 
north of here and a smaller hole, 
50 feet wide, near by, and hun- 
dreds of tired workers, their fight 
lost on this section of the dike, 
were concentrated on the portion 
extending from a point on the river 
opposite Kennett to the Arkansa 
line. ‘ 

The national guardsmen, who 
had patrolled the north portien of 
the levee, yesterday were trans- 
ferred to Senath, wheer the flood 
waters of the new break are swell- 
ing the. Varney River in Levee 
District No. 4. 

Although the southern part of 
the 25-mile St. Francis levee is 
weak, it is not as weak as_ the 
northern portion, and, with ' the 
breaks above lessening the pres- 
sure, the volunteer workers are 
hopeful of success in their efforts 
to keep it from going out. 

Federal Engineer in Charge. 

Both farmers who have lost their 
crops and those who are striving to 
prevent the flooding of their land 
are among the crews strengthening 
the levee. Many have had little 
sleep for three days and nights. 

Assistant Engineer Ross of the 
Mississippi River Commission ar- 
rived here yesterday to assume 
charge of this section of the levee, 
known as No. 4. 

So far no breaks have occurred 
on the Arkansas side of the St. 
francis, but the Missouri Highway 
Department has sent 20,000 sacks 
to the Arkansas workers, to be used 
in strengthening a weak portion of 
the levee. 


Breaks Through Patched Part.

1000 Families Affected. 


Water was released over 25,000 
acres of fertile farm land by Sat- 
urday’s breaks, and the crevasse 
yesterday added 50,000 acres more 
to the total of land inundated, it 
is estimated. 

A ridge running north and south 
across Dunklin County will keep 
the flood water from damaging 
more than the western portion, and 
Varney Kiver, a slough, is expected 
to carry off much ef the overflow 
and reduce the extent of its spread. 

The water coming in through the 
levee has destroyed hundreds of 
fields of wheat, corn, cotton and 
other crops, in addition to damag- 
ing farm buildings. The corn was 
up to stands of from one to two 
feet, and the wheat, it is said, was 
nearly ready for harvesting, whicy 
was to have begun next week. 

Many Families Destitute.

B UT in 1928 the philosophy of the day is 

different. Waiving for the moment all 
practical constderations, the theorists of to- 
day hold that the Government should do. 
not justice, but what appears to be the will 
of the majority. The fact is ignored that 
relatively little manipulation is sufficient 
to make the majority appear to will almost 
anything. 

Therefore, Justice Holmes’ implicit as- 
sumption that there is a law “apart from 
the Constitution” which binds the Govern- 
ment to be decent, majority or no majority, 
is like an echo from the past, not to say a 
voice from the tomb. It raises at once the 
possibility that the majority may be wrong. 
and this leaves utterly without support those 
who know no law apart frorne the Constitu- 
tion. Therefore, it is Hkely to- appear to 
them heretical doctrine, desperately dan- 
serous and utterly to be condemined. 

For it is upon unquestioning acreptance 
of the rule of the apparent majority that 
the rule of the real minority is founded. If 
decency be admitted as a test of law higher 
than constitutionality, any number of fairly 
well-established institutions will be threat- 
ened with collapse. 

And it must be admitted that such doc- 
trine is dangerous. The code of a gentle- 
man never was particularly safe. Indeed, it 
was highly unsafe. for it exacts the sacri- 
fice of material well-being. and even life, if 


necessary, te the preservation of honor.

A tyrannical government, hated 
and feared by many thousands of its sub- 
jects, can nevertheless last a long time, for 
stch governments always command the re- 
spect, and not infrequently the affection of 
a certain number of their subjects, these 
usually of the fighting castes. Therefore. 
it can count upon defenders, as well as at- 
tackers. . 

But a government that is merely low, a 
government that choosés to play. in Justice 
Holmes’ words, “an ignoble part.” forfeits 
respect without inspiring a com pensatory 
fear. Every government is sooner or later 
subjected to attack, and where will a gOV- 
ernment of this type find defenders?

Hitherto Paul Green has been 
known for his plays of Negro life, 
notably “The .Field God” and “In 
Abraham’s Bosom,” for the lat- 
ter of which he was given a Pulit- 
zer prize. In this book, as in the 
plays, it is apparent that Green 
has an intimate and authentic 
knowledge of the people of whom 
he writes. In “Wide Fields” in 
particular there is the sense that 
the characters have been taken 
bodily from this familiar environ- 
ment. There is perhaps only one 
other person writing today who has 
so fine an insight into this locale 
and that is Julia Peterkin, whose 
“Black April” is a memorable 
book. 

With a complete absence of any- 
thing even faintly resembling fine 
writing the lives of thése people 
are set down in>-all their barren, 
bleak hopelessness. Nor is there 
here an impression of the natural 
setting, sensitively realized beyond 
the scope of. the folk who have 
spent their lives in that setting. 
They are for the most part bent 
on wringing sustenance from a 
soil that is rapidly losing its fer- 
tility. It is a grim task and these 
are grim tales for the most part, 
leavened by the fact that the bit- 
te” lot is commonly shared and by 
a not infrequent warmth and kind- 
liness that glows out of the sombre 
canvas., 

Withall they are simple stories, 
having an occasional grandeur that 
is almost Biblical in its sweep and 
depth. There is “The Humble 
Ones” that carries a ring of Job, 
accepting with abashed resignation 
the bitterness of his lot. It never 
occurs to these people to question 
the natural phenomena that hold 
them miserable subjects. There is 
only occasionally a note of humor, 
as in “The First Death,” which is 
the story of the reform of an old 
reprobate. But there is not one of 
these tales that does not leave a 
deep impression.

A company of 
the Imperial Guard accompanied 
him to a house where by Her 
Majesty's command the children 
of the household were to be inoc- 
ulated. He tells us of the poor 
mother cowering in the corner of 
the room, pathetically attempting 
to hide her youngest, a little boy 
of three. Finally the terror in- 
spired by the Empress’ command 
was so great that she herself de- 
cided to set the example. She or- 
dered Dr. Dimsdale to inoculate 
herself, her lover Gregory Orlov 


the heir apparent. The doctor 
has a spicy and vivid account of 
the ‘court and the people. The 
inoculation of all three persons 
was quite successful They ex- 
posed themselves to smallpox and 
did not take %& After their ex- 
ample many members of the court 
submitted to the operation, and 
the physicians of St. Petersburg 
were instructed. 

The general idea, then, that 
smallpox could be prevented was 
already prevalent when Jenner 
began to think upon the problem. 
There was current a good deal of 
gossip that it could be prevented 
by acquiring the much milder dis- 
ease which occurred in the horse 
and cow. Mukmaids who had cuts 
on their hands and then milked 
cows with cow-pox pocks on the 
udder were occasionally inoculated 
and it was generally known that 
they were immune to smallpox. 

The Duchess of Cleveland, the 
mistress of Charles II, replied once 
to the remark that if she got the 
sinallpox it would spoil her beauty, 
and her occupation would be gone, 
by saying that she had a disease 
which protected her against small- 
pox. A dairymaid told Jenner that | 
she “could not take the smallpox 
as she had had the cowpox.” 

In 1796 Jenner put the question 
to the proof of experiment. He 
took matter from the hand of a 
dairymaid, Sarah Nelmes, and inoc- 
ulated a boy of 8, James Phipps. 
The names of these early sacri- 
ficers in the temple of science have 
always a pathetic and ironic inter- 
est. How terrified the little fellow 
must have been! Do you remem- 
ber that famous bronze statue by 
Monteverde of “Jenner Inoculating 
His First Patient’? It used to 
adorn the table in doctors’ waiting 
rooms all through the spacious 
days of Grover Cleveland. The lit- 
tle patient's face is contorted with 
sheer dread. Why shouldn't it have 
been? He was, just as much as 
Columbus, sailing out on a new, 
a dark, and an uncharted sea. He 
was having the pus, the matter, 
the poison of a disease put into 
him. Nobody on earth knew exact- 
ly what the outcome would be. 

What ever became of them— 
him and Sarah Nelmes? Doubtless 
they lived out their placid, unin- 
spired existences in the dairies of 
Gloucestershire. We know of them 
merely because once they touched 
a man of genius. Only for one 
brief moment they are illuminated 
on*the stage of history—their 
names, their ages, their sores all 
pitilessly exposed—and then the 
void and black night swallows them

James Phipps did not, at any 
rate, suffer any living horror. He 
had a perfectly normal vaccination 
pustule, such as all of you who 
read these pages, I hope, have had. 
But the final proof of the effective- 
ness of this pustule in preventing 
smalipox was still to be made.

The boy must 
be exposed to an actual case of 
smallpox.

1805 so hard-headed a realist as 
Napoleon was convinced and or- 
dered, so far as was possible with 
the supply of lymph, universal 
vaccination in his armies. 

The clergy were on this occasion 
divided, on a scientific topic. Some 
believed it was a plain interfer- 
ence with the purposes of Al- 
mighty God. Others, such as the 
Bishop of Worcester, preached ser- 
mons answering objections and 
recommending the practice to all 
his communicants. There was a 
great deal of perfectly natural fear 
of vaccination, however, in those 
days. The most astounding evi- 
dences of human credulity were 
the reports of human beings as- 
suming cow-like characters after 
vaccination. * 

There was a long wait before 
another method of artificial im- 
munizgation against a human dis- 
ease was known.

Ehrlich suposed that when the 
toxin or the bacterium of an in- 
fectious disease comes in contact 
with a body-cell, the cell is stim.

These chemical sub- 
stances are specific—fit only the 
bacterium or toxin involved. When

Typhoid fever is another disease 
which is completely conquered. 
The hypodermic injection of large 
num bers—1,000,000,000 — of dead 
typhoid bacilli in three successive 
doses confers an artificial immu- 
nity which lasts for from three to 
seven years. Its efficiency was 
demonstrated in the late war, 
where, after universal typhoid im- 
munization, typhdéid fever was a 
rare disease—one case in about 
every 4000 men as against one 
case in every seven men in the 
Spanish-American War. 

The mechanism of typhoid im- 
munity is somewhat different from 
that of diphtheria. The typhoid 
bacillus is mobile—if put under the 
m in a drop of broth, 
the bacilli will be seen moving 
about very rapidly.

ventive serum. In every infectious 
disease the hope of organized med- 
icine is bent towards the same goal.
